MEETING OF THE GUNERAL 
COMMITTEE. © — 
AN AFPEAL 10. THE SECRETAKY OF STATE. 


* Yesterday wo pulilished a summary of 
the procec@ings at the general mocting of 
the mombBers of the Jubilce Cominittee, 
hold in the Coincil Chamber, In view of 
the importance of the matters discussed we 
publish in exten o report of Ube preeeed- 
ings. 

Tho Chairman suid — Ie ainy be well hat 
T should firat cf all brieily refor to what 
occitrred at ow last general committer 
meeting which wos held on the 9h M teh, 
1808, “You will doubtless remember 
we then met te consider a prepusal whi 
had been advanced by the Principal 
Medical Otticer (Dr Athinsen} to poarch 
and adapt ¢Unigicburn' at Ue Peak for 
the Victoria Hospital.
